stated, forthwith to deliver up the same to tho 
Judge of the Country Court of the county in which 
he resides, to be returned by said Judge to tbe

ORDERS 0E THE DAV. 

Several Senate bills in the orders of the 
day were taken up and referred to appropri- 
! ate committees. 

The House then took up the resolutions 
from the Senate in relation to John C. Breck- 
inridge and L W. Powell. 

Mr. TAYLOB offered the following as a 
substitute for said resolutions, viz: 

Kentucky, ever since she became u member of 
the Federal Union, ha" upon all proper occasions, 
shown her just appreciation of its blessings, and 
her devotion to it : even during this wicked und 
insane attempt by those who claim to bo entitled 
lo her sympathies, to destroy it. she has three 
times again, by overwhelming majorities of her 
people, soiemnly declared her unabated lidelity to 
the Constitution and government, under the kind 
proteetiou of which she was born und nurtured, 
and under which she has prospered so greatly j 
she therefore has the right to demand, and she 
does demand, that all ber public servants, in 
whatever station they may be found, shall render 
loyal obedience to her will, thus publicly and un- 
mistakably expressed. She demands this as a 
sovereign right, the denial of which is fatal to all 
popular governments. 

Kentucky, however, in this, the most perilous 
hour of her existence, when entitled to the pa- 
triotic sympathy and- support of all her people, 
is compelled, with shame and sorrow, to admit, 
that many of her public servants have shown 
themselves recreant to ber interests, and faith- 
lass to tlie high trusts confided to them; amongst 
them — und perhaps chief amongst them — are her 
Senators in Congress, John C. .Breckinridge and 
Lazarus W. Powell. These men have actually 
and openly sympathised with and encouraged 
those now in revolt against the Government. 
They still continue to do so, although the enemies 
of Keutucky have desecrated her soil by march- 
ing hostile armies into her borders to subjugate 
her people. One of them — Breckinridge — has 
actually gone from amongst the people whom it 
was his duty faithfully to represent and protect, 
und is now in the midst of, and actively co-oper- 
uting with those who are wickedly making war 
upon his own people, und for the overthrow of his 
own government — therefore 

He it rwSJtW, That tbe Senate of the United 
States be requested to institute the proper inquiry 
into tho couduct of Senators Breckinridge and 
Powell, and if it should be made to appear they 
are guilty of the charges herein preferred against 
them, that they may forthwith be expelled from 
their seats as Senators from Kentucky. 

Several other amendments were offered, 
and on motion, the whole subject was refer- 
red to the committee on Federal Relations. 

And then the House took a recess until 4 

o'clock.

of conciliation, which should mark an occa- 
sion, and a necessity so much to be rej'ct 
ted. But, sir, I cannot express my regret — 
almost my despair — tiiat thegenileman from 
Floyd, (Mr. Elliott,) should have seen pro 
per to convert this Mali into a gladiatorial 
hustings, at a time when we should all en- 
deavor religiously to avoid all party strife, 
and all intemperate or discourteous lan- 
guage. Sir, 1 have been a party num. ami 
in honest zeal have acted in former limes 
with my political associates to the best of 
hit abilities, and the full extent of my ener 
gies, but, sir, 1 have been sadly impressed 
with the necessity of forgetting all the shift- 
ing and illusory dividing lines of parly, ol 
banishing till remembrance that 1 ever had 
a party, and of yielding a hearty co-opera 
lion wiih all those who are willing io unite, 
in this hour of dire peril, to vindicate the 
honor of Kentucky, and preserve the peace 
of the land. 

When, sir, we look at what was the proud 
and honorable position of our country, some 
six or eight months since, when prosperity, 
happiness, and peace were brooding over its 
I order*, and contrast them with the position 
in which I find it to day, my heart grows 
sad indeed. From the joyous past, 1 turn 
to the present to find that country a ruin, a 
desolation, almost a waste, and engaged in 
civil war, from which civilization turns away 
with horror, iiow was this ruin and deso 
Intion begun, and who commenced it? We 
have been told by the gentleman who pre 
ceded me (Mr. Elliott,) that Lincoln has 
been the cause of all. 1 beg gentlemen on 
the other side to meet this question in a 
spirit of manhood and like men. and not at 
tempt to deceive the country by inflaming 
its passions or exciting its prejudices. Let 
no one assert that this is Lincoln's war, or 
enter upon its denunciation as a party war, 
for it is a terrible and serious contest, for 
the very preservation of our government 
and not for Lincoln or his administration 
If any one would really know why all this 
fearful change has come over the country, 
and examine into its causes, he must look 
back to the time when mad ami reckles 
schemers lor place and power were stealthily 
engaged in devising plans for their sell-ag- 
grandizement, and preparing the way to tear 
down this glorious government of ours 
prayer founded, and blood bought by illus 
trious sires, and substitute for it the scenes 
of anarchy and misery through which we 
arc now passing.

In South 
Carolina an ordinance of secession was pass- 
ed before ihc inauguration of Mr. Lincoln 
as President, and when, under his adminis- 
tration, an effort was made to provision Port 
Surwpter — not to reinforce il — to carry food 
to our starving gallant soldiers, who had 
enlisted in the service of the country before 
its unity was destroyed, the vessel engaged 
on this errand of mercy, the steamer Star 
of the West, was fired into ; the act of pro- 
visioning the soldiers of ourgovernment was 
construed into u flagrant insult to the sover- 
eignty of South Carolina, and by the orders 
of the authorities of the then seven confed- 
erate States, it was followed by the bom- 
bardment and capture of Fort Sumpter, and 
in the flush of victory it was announced that 
tiie confederate army would soon plant its 
flag upon the dome of the national capitol 
Up to this period the feder 



Kentucky, as a State, is a constituent part 
of the federal government, and she has al- 
ways been true and loyal to that govern- 
ment ; she has mourned its sorrows and shar- 
ed its joya in common sympathy. But 
when civil strife, fomented by groundless 
causes, as I have shown, broke out, she oc- 
cupied such a peculiar relation to Ihe norlh 
and south, connected with both by business 
interests and ties of coiiHangttinity, that it 
was deemed improper, nay, almost impossi- 
ble, for her to take part with either section. 
The policv of that position 1 am not going 
to discuss, but 1 will ask what course 
did manly honor dictate to Kentucky to pur- 
sue when her government was menaced, 
and an enemy thundered at the very gates ot 
its capital? In my opinion her course was 
as plain as if it had been written with a pen 
cil of light; she should have donned her ar- 
mor, arrayed herself in her panoply of loy- 
ulty, and stood shoulder to shoulder with 
those who were battling against the enemies 
of the country. She would have done so 
under any other circumstances and had it 
not been a civil strife. She felt equal love 
for the l«o sections to which she had so long 
been united in bonds of amity, and the 
Pederal (iovernmeiit, appreciating thedeli- 
acy of her position, consented to her quasi 
neutrality. She never assumed, as it has 
been slated here to-day, an attitude of strict 
neutrality, for il is recorded in the journal 
ot her Legislature that she had no inteti 
lion of obstructing the General Government 
in ihe exercise of any of ils constitutional 
functions. Well, sir, this most consistent at- 
titude was maintained until when? The 
gentleman from ployd tells us, until one 
thousand Teniiesseans invaded her territory, 
and that broke up her neutrality. I was 
pained to hear this declaration, for I have 
seen ihose men, and 1 know that they were 
driven by violence from their own Stale, and 
were trying to find a refuge in ihe caves and 
among ihe mountains ot Kentucky. And 
is this to be mads the pretext for destroying 
the quiet and tranquility of our Slate ? J 
ay 1 have seen these men in camp Dick 
Robinson'^ they were from East Tenncs 
and having declined to engage in this 
unnatural and fratricidal war, tney were 
exposed to terrible persecutions at the 
hands of the rebel leaders, and compelled lo 
seel; a reJhge in old Kentucky. And shall 
an asylum be denied to them? By thceter 
ua) Heavens 1 would have given them tin 
refuge they required, even if in the hour o, 
its extension to them, the act had buried tht 
land in blood. 1 would have received and 
uccored them and held them in my heartol 
hearts, let the consequences be what th*J 
might. I would not have brought reproaei. 
and dishonor upon the name of my State 
and her bright escutcheon, by a refusal to 
peril all in defense ol those who bad sought 
her protection and demanded succor when 
flying from a vindictive, unlawful and 
heartless tyranny. This is alleged to have 
been one cause of our present difficulties, 
while the inauguration of camp Dick Bob 
inson is brought lorward us another cause for 
them. Who are the inmates of that camp 
that they should be denounced in the unprece- 
dented language and the intemperate man 
ner that we have heard used to day ? Sir, 
they are the hardy sons of our mountain, 
eers; the descendants of the brave pioneers 
who subdued the dark . and bloody ground, 
and brought hardy civilization in the place 
of the savage wilderness; and they are there 
to defend the peace and tranquility of their 
native State against wrong-doers. Sir, their 
mission their is good and holy, and they 
ought to be defended to the last extremity 
They are falsely denounced as unworthy oi 
onrsympathy and asadishonor to the natneo 
Kentckians. Sir, I have seen them, too. 
in their camp and have heard the opniion* 
of those in thc neighborhood of their loca 
tion, and I assert that they have won a name- 
tor decency, orderly conduct and propriety 
unparalleled in the history of military camps 
lias not Kentucky a right so to assemble 
herchildren lor her own defense? If not, it 
that power is gone. I, for one, care not where 
Kentucky goes. But why all this censure 
directed against our own bretheren and fel- 
low-citizens? Have we no cause of com- 
plaint against outside influences that have 
been brought to bear with damaging ellecl 
ii|«jn our tranquility? A few days before 
the Legislature assembled in this capitol, a 
corresponeence passed between Jeff Davis 
and Gov Magoffin, which was comnniniea 
ted to us in the executive message of the la: 
ter In it Davis promised faithfully to ob 
serve and respect the neutrality of Kentucky, 
and yet, in about ten days afterwards we are 
notified by Gen Polk that he has taken pos 
session of our soil, on the plea of military 
necessity, and when Davis was appealed to, 
he justifies the act and upholds his subordi 
nate officer. 

In following up the history of the past 
this breaking tip, by ruthless violence of the 
neutrality of Kentucky and the inaugura- 
tion of a civil war upon our soil, will strike 
every one as the most shameful faithlessness 
and the most wanton interference with the 
pacific altitude which she had sought so 
eagerly to retain. Without any warning, 
and in thc utter absence of all provocation, 
with words of peace upon their tips, and the 
basest guile at their hearts, the Confederate 
Stales invaded our Commonwealth, and by 
that act compelled us to choose between our 
loyalty to the United Stales government and 
submission to the military despotism which 
threatened us. I need not show by any 
Itinher recital of facts how our neutrality 
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gems of chivalric devotion and heroism,. rest 
passive under thc language of contumely 
and reproof ? I appeal lo my old friend from 
Scott, (Mr. Johnson.) and he is my old and 
attached and tried friend, and ask, shall 
Kentucky submit calmly to all this; I ap- 
peal to all the line of dead warriors and 
statesmen, who have borne his name — a 
name which stands out bright ami resplen- 
dent on every page of Kentucky's history, 
where valor, worth and manliness arc re- 
corded: 1 appeal to the spirits 
trious soldiers who have graven the record 
of our Stale with their swords on so many 
battle fields, will the influence of their mem- 
ories, now hovering over us snd sanctifying 
this hall, let us longer pause to n.nke terms 
and taik of concessions to those who have 
so deeply insulted us? Why, sir, if we did 
do so, ihc bones of my friend's dead uncle, 
the Hero of the Thames, would raltle in their 
coffin and rise from the grave to reprove us. 
and cry shame upon us! Then. sir. whai 
have we to do, that our judgments can sane 
tion and our honor suggest without a blush? 
Shall we take part with Souih Carolina? 
Look at the blight she has brought upon thc 
country, and the peril she has brought upon 
our State. Look at the ghastly train of war. 
desolation, ruin and the heritage ol woe 
which has been brought upon us. Take 
part with the Confederate States— vith se- 
cession. What is secession, sir! 

"No demon of the waste, or midnight ghonl, 
Caught lingering iu thc light of blessed day, 
F.re blasted the sight with lineaments so foul." 

I turn away in disgust from the horrid 
deformity! I am willing to make anv 
sacrifice, consistent with honor; nay, I would 
freely offer life itself, to give lo my children 
the proud heritage of such a government as 
wc enjoyed and gloried in, but twelve 
months since. I would surrender all pros 
pecte. and personal aspirations, if I could 
preserve to -its inhabitants the State's good 
name, with its escutcheon pure as the un- 
trodden snow, without a blight or slain, and 
transmit to them nt least the inheritance of 
the proud, good name of Kentucky. Actu- 
ated by such feelings, and animated by such 
desires, I declare most seriously and solemn- 
ly, (bat 1 can listen to no pac'lic proposi- 
tions from anv quarter, until the invaders ol 
our soil have retired within their own bor- 
ders. Let them repair, to the extent of their 
power, the injury ihey have inflicted, ami 
let them undo the great wrong they have 
committed upon our honor. There is noih 
■ng lo be gained by crimination as to the 
origin of this war: il was not the act of Ken- 
tucky. But the gentleman from l-'loyu 
reads here an extract from a Chicago paper 
to show that the United Slates, through 
lienerul Grain, contemplated theoceupatioi. 
of Kentucky, or to do so and so. Why tht 
gentleman would not recognize that p i per as 
authority on any other subject, and yet lit 
seizes the assertions of its anonymous cor 
respondent to use them as an argument in 
vindication ol those who have pled military 
necessity for the dishonor committed upon 
our State. This is not the way lo meet sub 
jects of such vital importance to the peace 
and security of Kentucky. But if we care 
io look at the papers of thc South, we find 
that they have anticipated the movements 
of General Polk, in marching u pon our State, 
uid the Memphis Appeal, the official expo 
sitorof the views of ihc Confederate Gener 
al, in an article headed "The Crisis in Ken 
lucky," tells ns that ' the rugged issue, 
which has been manfully faced by nearh 
every other Southern State, must now be 
met by Kentucky;" that -'(lovernor Ma 
goHin and the Legislature may properly be 
allowed a reasonable time in which to pro- 
claim the State policy, which can be only 
one -ol two alternatives:'' thai if we do not 
choose the alternative she would have had 
us do, which is lo join the rebellion against 
the government, for the overthrow of the 
constitution, why, then, the Appeal "can 
but rank Kentucky ns among the enemies 
of the South, and invade her soil as a meas 
urc of self-preservation." But the Memphis 
paper scorns lo beat around the bush, and 
plainly speaks out this insolent threat to our 
State: "The truth may ns well bespoken, 
and we can tell her citizens — loyalists and 
traitors — that no such idea has lor one mo 
mem entered the mind of the Southern pco 
pie, that she shall remain under the iron 
rule of the Yankee despotism. JVie South 
needs her territory, and must have it. though at 
the price of Hood and conquest .'" Mr. Speak- 
er, is there a single Kentuckian so base as 
not to' stand prepared to resist such an at- 
tempt at any price, ami to the last extremity ?

WnrEK/,9, the following act of tho General A«- 
sembly of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, oor- 
dially approved by moon tbe 2uth instant, is the 
law of the land, I think proper, in tho cxeroige of 
my executive duties, to make the same promptly 
known to tho public, as I do hereby, and I do 
hereby enjoin all citizens and residents of this 
Slate to be obedient to all tho reo,uiremcnta there- 
of, to tho end that thc humane and noble pur- 
poses of tho Legislature may be faithfully effec- 
ted. The iiaid net of tho General Assembly ia al 
follows :

Whereas, Thepcuploof Kentucky have, from 
the beginning, ardently desired and still cherish 
the hope that Ihey may not be involved in the un- 
natural prevailing civil strife; that Kentucky is 
now, as shoever has been, willing and ready to in- 
terpose her friendly mediation in adjusting termsof 
peace and reconciliation alike honorablo and just 
lo all; but as her wishes lo incdiaio and restore 
harmony may not avail at present, and it ia 
desirable that the people in tho mean time should 
act iu harmony and beat peace among themselves, 
so that if thev shall be involved in war, they wi'l, 
ns far possible, relieve and paliato ita calami- 
ties; therefore, 

SlHMM i,j Ihe Geucrnl Attembltj »f ihe Con- 
monwdilth of Kentucky, That if collisions between 
hostile armies shall take place within our territo- 
ry, that it is most earnestly recommended to the 
people of Kentucky not to engage in said strife 
tin*. ng<i themselves on account of differences of 
political opinions; that it is tho duty of *Jta people 
to hi- obedient to thc civil authorities, ai d r .-spoct, 
in times of war as well as peace, all toe rights 
guaranteed to every citizen by tho constitution 
tnd laws of the laud; that all good citizens, how- 
ever they may differ in political opinions, should 
unite in protecting each other in their rights of 
lite, liberty, and property, against all and every 
invasion thereof by unlawful raids, mobs, maraud- 
ng bands, or other evil-disposed persons, and aid 
the civil authorities in arresting all such persona 
and bringing them before the courts for trial. 

2. Resolved, 'flint wc, the Hepiesentatives of the 
present General Assembly, hereby pledge oursclvea 
to a strict observance of the foregoing resolutions, 
and earnestly recommend a like observance by 
all the people of the tftate of Kentucky.
